A Single Tax 
A lot of money has gone over the counter 
aince Henry George, distressed over private 
ownership of land belonging to all the peo­ 
ple, proposed 
a single t ax on rent to right 
tba wrong and finance government. 
The 
beliefs which made him 
a friend of the peo­ 
ple in the middle 19 th century seem old- 
fashioned In the early 20th century . 
But the single tax is under scrutiny —a 
<nfferent k ind of single tax levied for 
a dif­ 
ferent purpose, but still bearing one of the 
prime virtue« of such a tax. It is suggested 
now that the way out of tax confusion is 
slmplificatiun, which is as attractive an idea 
in 1934 as It WHS in 
1879 when Henry 
George wrote "Progress and Poverty .” 
Sen. J. Hamilton Lewis, speak ing in this 
state recently , observed that "the lax ques­ 
tion is one that is going to bring up the 
m atter of a single government, 
a single tax.” 
The senator's vision of the future is more 
compelling than it would have been a few 
y ears ago. 
The federal government, slates and local 
communities all levy taxes. Each comes into 
conflict with the others, with the result tbat 
multiple taxes are levied. 
Income, for in­ 
stance. Is taxed first by the federal govern­ 
ment, then by state governmeius in some 
cases, and at least one municipality has 
•nacted a city income tax. 
It would be belter, some say , to wipe the 
slate clean and sta rt over, with a single 
tax. 
This might be a sales tax; it might 
be an income tax. 
But it would be collect­ 
ed only once and by only one lay er of gov­ 
ernment. 
Total collections would be appor­ 
tioned among the slates, which eventually 
would become mere spending agencies of tlie 
central government. 
Such a sy stem would offer the advantage 
of elasticity . It would be understandable, be­ 
cause there would be nothing to hide. 
Most 
Important of all, it could be controlled by 
one body , congress, which in turn could be 
controlled by taxpay ers. 
Ridiculous? 
Too 
Utopian? 
Contrary to states’ rights? 
Pos­ 
sibly so, but it will be surprising if the 
single lax idea, as adjusted to mmiern con- 
dltiouK, does not attract lucreasiug interest 
while the tax muddle is under examination. 


W iretapping Again 


A litTlft more than six y ears ago when 


the supreme court held in the Olmstead 


rase that wiretapping did not violate either 


the fourth or fifth aiiumdments to the Con­ 


stitution the 18 th amendm ent still was un­ 


der the court’s guardianship. The Olmstead 


case WHS concerned directly with evidence 


obtained by prohibition agents through wlr« v- 


tapplng. 


The court's decision was split, with four 


Justices dissenting. 
One of them. Justice 


Holmes, asserted; 
"I think It a less evil 


that some < riminuls slionld escape than that 


the government should play an Ignoble part 


in such dirty business.” 
Justice Bandeis, 


who also dissented, pointed out that the In­ 


tent of the fourth amendment was to pro­ 


tect Individual privacy against unjustlflabi* 


Intrusion and that it was immateriai that 


the Intruson (wiretapping) was in aid of law 


enforcement. 
On Oct. 1.5 .Secn-lary of the Trensury Mor- 
genthau reop* ned I he wiretapping issue by 
tacitly approving Interception of telephone 
and telegraph wire, messages as a means of 
detecting violation of laws against narcotics, 
smuggling and biMjilegglng. 
Unwittingly he 
has raised an interesting question. 
Would the supreme court repeat Its de­ 
cision of six y ears ago In a new case? The 
18 th 
amendm ent 
and 
the 
enforcem ent 
methods it encouraged are history . 
Two of 
the five Justices who Joined in the majority 
opinion have been replaced. 
Three of the 
four dissenting Justices remain in the court 
Upheld or not, wiretapping does not com­ 
mand popular support. 
Iaiw enforcement Is 
not a sufficient excuse for a k ind of Intru­ 
sion which clearly is of questionable legal­ 
ity .

News from Yugoslavia continues lo bring 
gray ness to the anxious heads of statesm en. 
One dispatch tells of preparation of an ulti­ 
matum to Hungary on 
King 
Alexander’s 
assassination. 
Another 
say s 
a 
definite 
movement to Mithrone Prince George. Alex­ 
ander’s brother, has been started In defiance 
of the lecceaslon of King Peter II. 
The ultim atum to Hungary is by far the 
more dangerous of the two possibilities of 
trouble. 
It was an ultimatum following the 
aM aaslnation of Archduk e FYancls Ferdi 
nand In 1914 which led directly to the World 
war. The w chduk e’s murderers, technically 
Auatrian subjects, had received at least un­ 
official encouragem ent from Serbia. 
King 
Alexander's assassin is believed to have 
found refuge in H ungary with the k nowledge 
of the H ungarian government. 
In 1914 the- Austro-Hungarian ultimatum 
was worded so as to mak e war inevitable. 
It required Serbia to apologise for and dis­ 
avow * the murder, to suppress all propa­ 
ganda and movements against Austro-Hun- 
gary , to remove all officers and officials 
guilty of such activities, and to perm it Aus­ 
tro-Hungarian representatives to participate 
la the uteps demanded and ia the prosecu- 


Getting A Reputation 
The part play **<i by departm ent of Justice 
agents in the Stoll k idnaping case is a ma­ 
terial addition to the prestige being accumu­ 
lated by federal police. 
Despite circum­ 
stances which forced the departm ent to per­ 
mit pay ment of ransom money , lu agents 
were in command of the case alm ost from 
the beginning. 
They came into the open 
wlien Mrs. Alice Stoll, the victim had been 
released. 
Identification of the k idnaper as Thomas 
H. Uohinsou Jr. was made possible by the 
departm ent’s bureau of criminal identifica­ 
tion. 
.\lthougli possessor of only a minor 
criminal reeonl, Kobinsun’s fingerprints and 
photograph were on record. 
It has become 
virtually luiiMihsihle for any person who has 
Incurred suspicion to evade detection under 
the oJaborate sy stem develope<l by the de­ 
partment of justice. 
Amertrnns’ criticizing police efficiency , 
frequently refer to Great Britain as posses­ 
sor of a mmlel sy stem. 
It is well k nown, 
of course, tliat a largo part of British effi­ 
ciency in this respect is the result of co­ 
ordination. 
Through Scotland Yard, which 
has collected and compiled for many y ears 
an amazing amount of Information about 
criminals, British police have hw n able to 
accomplish 
many 
seemingly 
impossible 
thing» . 
There is no rca.-,uii why the United Stales 
cannot do equally well within the limit* of 
federal power. The eventual relationship of 
the federal and state governments in police 
work rem ains to he established, hut a fair 
start has been mailt» in k idnaping eases, 
only rew iuly turned over to the departm ent 
ol justice. 
Inferior levels of police effl- 
eienoy , if they truly exist in this country , 
do not reflect second grade Intelligence but 
failure to use the intelligence available. 
If Improvement of police operation were 
the only thing netded to earn for the United 
States a reputation of intolerance of crime, 
the thing could he done without any great 
amount of trouble. 
Important progress has 
been 
made already . 
Unfortunately , 
the 
major part of improvement must U k e place 
In the courts, where reform alway s 
is a 
tedious and sometimes an impossible task .

the monument to William McKin­ 
ley , 
the 
25th President of the 
United States, and his wife, Ida 
Saxon McKinley . In doing so they 
often find other Pottery City resi­ 
dents within the stone enclosure. 
Ohio has three such places for 
as many of its sons in different .sec­ 
tions. that for William McKinley 
at Canton; Jam es A. Garfield at 
Cleveland and W arren G. Harding 
at Marion. All three succumbed in 
office, two of them by assassins’ 
bullets. There is a fourth Presi­ 
dent buried in th© Buck ey e state, 
although he was not a native of it, 
William Henry Harrison, whose re­ 
mains 11© on th© bank s of the Ohio 
river at North Bend, some distancs 
from Cincinnati. Strangely enough,

A Single Tax 
A lot of money has gone over the counter 
since Henry George, distressed over private 
ownership of land belonging to all the hoo­ 
pla, proposed a single tax on rent to right 
th e wrong and finance government. 
The 
beliefs which m ade him a friend of the peo­ 
ple In the middle 19th century seem old­ 
fashioned in tho early 20th century. 
But the single tax Is under scrutiny—a 
different kind of single tax lavled for a dif­ 
ferent purpose, but still bearing one of the 
prime virtue* of such a tax. 
It la suggested 
now that the way out of tax confusion la 
simplification, which la as attractive an idea 
In 1934 aa It was 
In 
1879 
when H enry 
George wrote "Progress and Poverty.’* 
Sen. J. Hamilton Lewis, speaking In this 
atato recently, observed that "tho tax que* 
lion is one that Is going to bring up tho 
m atter of a single government, a ainu Ie tax.” 
The senator's vision of the future is more 
compelling than it would have been a few 
years ago. 
The federal government, slates and local 
communities all levy taxes. Each comes into 
conflict with the others, with tho result that 
multiple taxes are levied. 
Income, for In­ 
stance, Is taxed first by the federal govern­ 
ment, then by state governments In some 
cases, and at least one 
municipality has 
•nacted a city Income tax. 
It would be better, some say, to wipe the 
elate clean and start over, with a single 
tax. 
This might be a sales tax; It might 
be an Income tax. 
But It would be collect­ 
ed only once and by only one layer of gov­ 
ernment. 
Total collections would he apport 
Honed among the states, which eventually 
would become mere spending agencies of the 
central government. 
Such a system would offer the advantage 
of elasticity. It would be understandable, be­ 
cause there would be nothing to hide. 
Most 
important of all, it could be controlled by 
one body, congress, which in turn could be 
controlled by taxpayers. 
Ridiculous? 
Too 
Utopian? 
Contrary to state*' rights? 
Pos 
sibly so, but It will be surprising if the 
single lax idea, as adjusted to m odem con­ 
ditions, does not attract increasing interest 
while the tax muddle is under examination. 


Wiretapping Again

stitution the 18th amendm ent still was un­ 


d er the court's guardianship.

tapping. 


The court a decision was spilt, with four 


Justices dissenting. 
One of them, Justice 


Holmes, asserted: 
"I think It a less evil 


that some criminals should escape than that 


the government should play an Ignoble part 


In such dirty business.” 
Justice Bandel©, 


who also dissented, pointed out that the In­ 


tent of the fourth amendment was to pro­ 


tect Individual privacy against unjustifiable 


Intrusion and that it was immaterial that 


the Intruson (wiretapping! was in ald of law 


enforcement. 
On Ort. IR Secretary of the Treasury Mop 
genthau reopened the wiretapping issue by 
tacitly approving Interception of telephone 
and telegraph wire messages as a means of 
detecting violation of laws against narcotics, 
smuggling and bootlegging. 
Unwittingly he 
h is raised an Interesting question. 
Would the supreme court repeat Its de­ 
cision of six years ago in a new case?

Getting A Reputation 
The part play til by departm ent of Justice 
agents In the Stoll kidnaping case 1s a ma­ 
terial addition to the prestige being accumu­ 
lated by federal police. 
Despite circum­ 
stances which forced the department to per­ 
mit payment of ransom money, its agents 
were In command of the case almost from 
the beginning. 
They cam e into the open 
when Mrs. Alice Stoll, the victim had been 
released. 
Identification of (he kidnaper as Thomas 
ll. Robinson Jr. was m ade possible by the 
department's bureau of criminal identifica­ 
tion. 
Although possessor of only a minor 
criminal record, Robinson'* fingerprints and 
photograph were on record. 
It has become

It is well known, 
of course, that a largo part of British effi­ 
ciency in this respect Is the result of co­ 
ordination. 
Through Scotland Yard, which 
has collected and compiled for many years 
an amazing amount of information about 
criminals, British police have been able to 
accomplish 
many 
seemingly 
Impossible 
thing*. 


T here is no reason why the United Stales 
cannot do equally well within the limits of 
federal power. 
Tho eventual relationship of 
the federal and state government* In police 
work remain* to he established, hut a fair 
start has boon made in kidnaping cases, 
only recently turned over to the departm ent 
of Justice. 
Inferior levels of police effi­ 
ciency, if they truly exist in this country, 
do not reflect second grade intelligence but 
failure to use the Intelligence available. 
lf Improvement of police operation were 
the only thing needed to earn for the United 
States a reputation of intolerance of crime, 
the thing could he done without any great 
amount of trouble. 
Important progress has 
been 
made 
already. 
Unfortunately, 
th* 
major part of improvement must take place 
in the courts, where reform always is a 
tedious and sometimes an Impossible task.

the m onument to William McKin­ 
ley, 
the 
25th President of the 
United States, and his wife, Ida 
Saxon McKinley. In doing so they 
often find other Pottery City resi­ 
dent* within the stone enclosure. 
Ohio has three such places for 
ae many of its sons in different sec­ 
tions. that for William McKinley 
at Canton; Jam es A. Garfield at 
Cleveland and W arren G. Harding 
at Marion. All three succumbed in 
office, two of them by assassins' 
bullets. There is a fourth Presi­ 
dent buried in the Buckeye state, 
although he was not a native of it. 
William Henry Harrison, whose re­ 
mains lie on the banks of the Ohio 
river at North Bend, some distance 
from Cincinnati. Strangely enough, 
he 
also 
died while In office. Of 
this 
quartet, 
only one. William 
Henry 
Harrison, 
passed away in 
the W hite House. Jam es A. Gar­ 
field languished In it for a few 
weeks following the receiving of 
his mortal w’ound in the early days 
of July, 1881. He was removed to 
New Jersey before the end finally 
came. William McKinley breathed 
his last in Buffalo, N. Y., several 
days after he had been shot in 
1901, and W arren G. Harding was 
In far-away San Francisco when 
his eves closed for the last time 
In early August of 1923 following 
hi* return from a trip to Alaska.

He said two men had step­ 
ped into his son’s automobile while 
he waited for a traffic light, put 
taped glasses around his ey es, and 
driven him off.

To­ 
day , su rgery has so adv anced that 
it is p ossible comp letely to correct 
many of these detorinitles. The 
skill of the orthop edic su rgeon has 
enabled the crip p led child to re­ 
gain a great deal 
ot u sefu lness 
from the diseased limb. 
Value of Early Treatm ent 
lu those cases 
where su rgical 
measu res are iu adeiiu ate for the 
correction of the 
u nderly ing de­ 
formity , sp ecial instru ction and su ­ 
p erv ision are giv en the crip p led 
child. This gu idance 
enu bUw the 
crip p led child to obtain the same 
edu cation and training that is av ail- 
able to the normal child.

Within recent years worldwide 
effort* have been made for the re­ 
habilitation of deformed and crip­ 
pled children.

It is now known, for 
example, that when certain m eas­ 
ures are taken in the early care of 
infantile paralysis crippling defor­ 
mities can he averted. 
Though infantile paralysis is the 
most common cause of such tie 
fortuities in children other diseases, 
such as tuberculosis of the hone, 
must not lie overlooked. 
Neither 
should we overlook congenital de­ 
formities. 
in 
infaut tie 
paralysis 
certain 
areas of the spinal cord are affect­ 
ed. This involvement interferes si'Ii 
the normal nerve impulses and the 
movements of the muscles. In oili­ 
er cases the paralysis may tie the 
result of some other infection. 
Not all lases of infantile pnrah- 
sis have 
this 
complication aud 
many recover without any result­ 
ing disability. Hut when paralysis 
has occurred, it is important that 
certain measures be taken to avoid 
permanent deformity. This is ac­ 
complished by the use of splints, 
massage, bathing and corrective ex­ 
ercises. 
Advance of Surgery 
Great 
advancement 
has beeu 
made lu the correction of certain 
congenital botte deformities, such 
as congenital hip 
dislocation, as

crippled child to obtain the same 
education and training that is avail­ 
able to the normal child. The crip­ 
pled child is no louger considered 
disabled. He must be given every 
opportunity to perfect himself and 
prepare him self for an interesting 
and useful life.

It ie gratifying to learn of the 


many children who are being saved 
from perm anent deformities. There 
atilt rem ain opportunities for the 
perfection and 
expansion 
of our 


present program of rehabilitation 
of the crippled child. It is hoped 
that within a short tim e the neces­ 
sary funds and facilities will be 
available for solving this import­ 
ant problem. 
No 
physical 
deform ity should 


ever be neglected. R egardless of 
what the underlying cause of the 
defect may be, it is advisable to 
consult with your physician. 
Do 


not take for granted it is incurable. 
The tim e to seek m edical advice is 
in infam y and early childhood.
